Like all other things 
t had to go through the proofs ot evolution. 
Tor In Kftpt only the royal family was edu- 
ated. That included the whole priesthood, 
jut they were educated, not In the »""« 
which we employ that tei..>, to Intelligence, 
utonly to knowledge. Theie Is a wide <ilf- 
erence between intelllgnuce and knowledge. 
ntelllgence is that condition of the bi-ln bj 
which it is able to find out knowledge to 
think for Itoelt; to apply k.iow'le^ire to all the 


bases ot experience. But knowledge may 
» had wltbBut any Intelligence, as we find so 
napy graduating from oolkfe with much 
[nowJedge and no sense. 
We ««d, too, men 
lathave been deprived ot the privilege el 
jducatlon through scholastic forms who are, 
after ail, keen, pagaclons, able to turn things 
nto Ide-y- and ide»s_b«ck tato things. 


In Greece everybody could be ednnted who 
ad the means svMjbody, I nw*>n, except 
laves and women, for they have almost al- 
i«ys, in antiquity, ranked alike, and often 
alike out ot antiquity and man> ot the com- 
mon elements attach to them yet alike. 
Offere there no Women educated In Grace? 
njrejt many—too miuij; In art, iu litera- 
ure, in music, in history, In philosophy— 
ven In statesmanship. 
But in Greece a wo- 


man that was thoroughly accomplished and 
itghly educated was a courtesan, of offurao. 
t was a preparation for that life. In Gi^ooe, 
n her best days, if a woman would have a 
epntatlon for virtue she must be the drudge 
at the household; she must be ignorant. All 
this Is so contrary toall ot our Id— that we 
<-»n »' i cely conceive that virtue and Ignor- 
ance should be tntercbangoable terms. But 
bey were to Grow*. In her palmy days. We 
sc«iDrtlyc-n understand how it is that that 
which we nowstrivd to give to every one of 
our danghtetD m<ompii«hmnnts, and intern- 


je,andkiiowle((go to Greece "hould be th" 


._j, universally understood, of immodesty, 
io It was; and the woman ot whom we should 
« proud w»s understood ever} where to be 
ipprwh'ble. 
T«o facts sbind opponent One is, that 
he people desire an education -that nsnrfnot 
to care for it; the other Is, the ruling powers 
are just as anxious that they should have 
an education as they are to have it, Either 
fact Is remarkable; both together, very re- 
markable. Why Is It that common people de- 
sire more In life today? Because they are so 
nnbappy; and why should they besonn- 
iappy» Are they worseoff than they were? 
So; a great deal tetter. They are better 
louoed, better clothed, better fed, and yet 
hey suffer. For.two reasons Intelligence and 
giowth always deielop the upper man. The 
ipper m«n has toT have something that the 
animal man did not need,. Their aspirations, 
their longings are Incn-aied by Intelligence, 
and therefore thelccoriditlon Moomes Irksome 
as the condition.of their fathoia w»s not, and 
especially in another dl action. In the primi- 
tive days society, like all early things, 
undeveloped. The top and bottom ot society 
were very oloso together. Look at an oak tree 
that covers ar> acre; hot! broad, htwhlgh, 
ww deep In the root. Look at, the scorn 
from which It sprang, which Is not bigger In 
space than jour little finger end. 


Society, as It advanced, unfolded giadually 


through the ag<w. Tn the earlier ages the top 
and bottom were close together. When 
Abraham hart 200 slaves to his family It was 
not very-hard to be a slave; tor then a man 


found It easier to direct and govern ai) Intelli- 
gent nation than an Ignorant one. SOmubudy 
lias said that 1C a Man marries an Iguoraut 
woman, jt)imklnic.he can mo^e easily manage 
her, ho will have all the rest of his KM to 
meditate on his mistake. Kings have, found 
this out, afTd have seen the more^foclla gov- , 
eminent- They are now giving Intelligence 
to their people. A strong argument for edu- 
cation IS the argument ot w.ar. 
It has been 


found nut U<nt Intelligence makes bettor t>ol ' 
dlers. it did not used to uesbconsldered,aiii( 
In the old world the Macedonian phalanx, a 
thousand men linked together, went down 
against their (antagonists with a blow Ilka an 
avalanche. 10 did not make any difference 
wnether tho soldiers knew anything or not, 1C 
he only weighed enough, it was the battle 
ot avolidupola. This Is all gone. A .thou- 
sand men linked together to day, why, our 
artillery would lick Uiern up in-flvo minute). 
The whole order of batUe has chauged and is 
changing. We attenuate and thin out the 
-lino, and yet our armies were never more per- j 
feet than now 
The commander relies on the 


Intelligence of theeoldier, and the soldier un- 
derstands the purposes of the,commander, it 
is in war as in 
me^haniM, oc-art, or 


literature, 
or 
professfouat 
learning. 


There is but one nation In Europe ttTat 


would undertake any Important matter with- 
out consulting the people and feeliog the pop- 
ular pulse 
And that one nation Is Russia. 


Russia Is In a condition of a boiler In which 
the engineer Is continually plying the fire, 
but to which Uiero Is no safety valve and 
, 


there is no cylinder to use the steam. Shu 
will have an explosion If she does not submit 
some control to the Intelligence of the com- 
mon people, and she will be shattered to 
atoms before another generation. For the 
decrees of God are beginning to be man- 
ifested. 


We have not 'w' much of the result of that 


on this side of the ocean, but we have on this 
«>de of the ocwn a great many things tl>at njo 
making the brain more and more active as 
well as stronger. Our climate b»« nil effect 
In making the brain of this nation more en- 
terprising, more inilous and ambitious. The 
stimulation of our air, or the oxygen that is In 
It, increases apd quickens the wflole economy 
of man and tends to change the whole struct- 
ure of the man; for trie human body fellows 
the teupBi«ment If a man has high diges- 
tive and stimulative functions he assumes 
the form ot It. If the stronger one Is *h»t of 
the en.tic, he orobably a«uu>es that temper- 
ment It of the therroetic temperament, he- 
Is full of vitalltj, full ot energy. If his brain 
•id nerves are the stronger he is of the ner- 
vous temperament, slender, thin in the face, 
siey eyes and thin soft hair. lie Is the *nl- 
malmtn reduced to the l«a»t proportions. 
You will find, tM» the cMracteilstlc dlstinc- 
Uon of our neivpus nation and 1 nj«y say that 
all that portion ot our nation developed from 
Cuiuan ancestors are energetic, thrifty and 
anilotis to make money. If you look at any 
ot the comic papers you will see John Bull 
reprcoented as a^ieat sturdy fellow, built up 
by beef and beer, good natured when not 
cross. When on the other band brother Jon- 
athan Is represented, be is always lank, lean 
and long. John Bull belly, Jorath'n brain* _ 


The meat majority of our population are 


bom poor, and the public sentiment which 
animates them is that they must make their 
forfnes for tbe-.i»el»a>. This tends to work 
upon the neivous system. Then comes busi- 
ncoo, and they devote themselves too much to 
buslnxao. A min should also have root and 
vacation. Men do not want to enjoy them- 
selves- They have not time. When they 
have made their fortune then they, will eajvy 
it; but let me tell you eld age Is a bauen 
country, and it contains only that which yon 
cvii Into It from jour youth. I feel soi.> for 
people that they give so little time to develop 
the social mijoyments of life and devote so 
much time to making money that they cannot 
find time to devote to their children. Outside 
ot that comes politics, and, In this land, we 
have so much ot It '1'nere is the municipal 
politico, the w«rd, school district, the county, 
the state and national politics. We are on the. 
eve of this quadrennial bon-fire. For, once In 
tour years 1 bis nation is melted as much as If 
an alarm of fire had born sounded. A* soon 
as the parlies have got their plalfon"s, every 
orator, every candidate and every editor as- 
sures the people that the safety of this nation 
depends on the election of both candidates, 
a,.i for a time they make them believe It, too. 
But, after nooks have gone by, they finally 
conclude that the nation Is safe for four 
ye*1? more at loast

kind. The excpAsive development ot men for 
the last hnndred rare has been In the bead, 
the brain «nd the nenons system.
